Cosgrave, Acting Chairman of the Pro- 
visional Government, imterprets truly the 
feelings of the great majority of the Irish 
people. Mr. Churchill's telegram of 
condolence to the Government contained 
assurance that the British Cabinet 
had every confidence that, despite the 
cruel blow which had fallen on Ireland 
through the death of her two most highly 
valued leaders, “the Treaty position will 
be faithfully and resolutely maintained.”’ 
Britain, the Colonial Secretary declared, 
will stand firmly by her bond, She will 
not falter in the sacred duty of fulfilling 
that “act of conciliation which was the 
life work of the dead Irish léaders and 
with which their names will be jimperish- 
ably associated’’ “We will meet good 
faith with good faith,” coneluded Mr. 
Churchill, “and good-will. with good-will 
to the end.” Mr. Cosgrave’s reply is 
worthy of the occasion. Men of the stamp 
of Arthur Griffith and Michael Collins 
‘are not given in profusion to any nation 
or time, but the colleagues whom they 
have left behind will carry on with un- 
swerving consistency the work of saving 
the Treaty for Ireland. ‘ We have the 
same faith, stand by the same policy, 
and, though oyerwhelmed with sorrow, 
take up the same task with the same 
determination and confidence.” These 
words will inspire the Irish people with 
The 


an 


a new sense of their own strength. 
two men in whom Ireland's dearest hopes 
were centred have been snatched from the 
field of their great endeayour, but in Mr. 
Cosgrave and General Richard Mulcahy 
they have left loyal heirs. For the moment 
the future constitution of the Irish Execu- 
tive is undecided, but the policy is even 
more important than the men, and we 
rejoice that the Government has given 
such an unequivocal pledge to persevere 
in the task of the Treaty. It is not likely 
to be an easy task. A guerrilla warfare 
is being waged with ruthless intensity 
throughout the greater part of Southern 
and Western Ireland. The economic life 
of the country is being brought to a stand- 
still by methods of sabotage and destruc- 
tion, and no man knows how much the 
mad adventure will cost the country. 
Bereft of its two strongest men, the 
Government is faced with a formidable 
problem, but that problem must, and will, 
be solved. The people are determined to 
stand behind their Government through 
thick and thin, and, in General Mulcahy s 
fine phrase, no darkness in the hour will 
daunt them. 


America and Europe. 


Governor Cox's statement on the condi- 
tion of Central Europe and the duty of 
America in relation thereto is as im- 
portant as it is convincing. It is made 
by the titular head of the Democratic 
Party in the United States and its un- 
suceessiu| candidate at the last Presgi- 
dential. election. That election was 
fought, to some extent, on the question 
of America’s isolation from, or active in- 
tervention in, European affairs; but the 
result cannot be considered decisive, 
because a large number of Republicans, 
who favoured intervention and supported 
Mr. Herbert C. Hoover in the Republican 
Convention, voted for Mr. Harding at the 
election. . Intervention in European 
affairs remains a Democratic policy; but, 
though it will be hailed by his opponents 
as & party utterance, Governor Cox s 
statement is intended to make, and will 
make, a more than party appeal. ' That is 
ensured by his proposal that Mr. Hoover, 
a political rival, but the one American 
who knows and is trusted by Europe,

His 
proposal is that Mr. Hoover should be at 
once despatched to Europe to represent 
the United States on the Reparations 
Commission, He, better than anyone 
else, can gauge Germany's actual position, 
and France, which suspects Mr. Lloyd 
George and his advisers, will accept Mr. 
Hoover's opinion and fall in with any 
proposals that he may suggest. Once the 
reparations question is settled Governor 
Cox believes that the United States can 
safely make, and should immediately make, 
substantial loans to France and Germany 
and also to Austria. 

It may seem at a hasty glance that 
Governor Cox errs on the side of 
optimism. The unwillingness of the 
French to put their trust in Mr, Lloyd 
George might transfer itself with unex- 
pécted suddenness to Mr. Hoover. But 
4n American loan would, undoubtedly, 
settle matters. For it would mean real, 
and not what Mr. Simonds calls stage, 
money. France must know in her heart 
of hearts that she cannot get real money 
from Germany, only a limited amount of 
Taw inaterials and services which she does 
not want, and has repeated'y refused. A 
better plan would be for the United States 
to buy outright, or take a first mortgage 
on the reparations money owed by Ger- 
many to France, but it is doubtful if 
France would part with it, except at an 
excessive valuation. Britain's desire to 
see Germany rehabilitated has brought 
her under French suspicion, and to vacate 
the Rhine and hand over her strangle- 
hold on. Germany, except for a very sub- 
stantial sum, indeed, would seem to the 
French a very precarious proceeding. 
France, however, would allow her 
Ministers to readjust the reparations 
agreement so as to give Germany time to 
find her feet in return for a loan, 
and, similarly, a loan to Germany 
would stablise the mark. The objec- 
tion to this arrangement is that it 
banishes immediate need, “but does not 
banish distrust. If. France trusted Ger- 
many she would grant a moratorium to- 
morrow, loan or no loan; and France 
never will trust Germany until a sub- 
stantial payment on account of repara- 
tions has been made, or the debt is at 
least partially underwritten by some 
financial} responsible nation. That the 
United States will follow: Governor Cox’s 
suggestion and send Mr. Hoover to “ sit 
in” on the Reparations Commission ean 
hardly be reckoned among the probabili- 
ties, though it may be hoped for. That 
they will advance more money to Europe 
under any circumstances at the present 
time carries us to the extreme verge of 


untikelihood. 


Libra and Aquarius. 


The mouths of many Dublin zoophiles, 
and, in particular, of the members of the 
“Zoo"’ Council, to whom the expenditure 
of a ten-pound note on necessary repairs 
is a matter of anxious consideration, ‘will 
water enviously when they examine’ the 
grandiose plans of the new aquarium that 
the London “ Zoo’’ is about to erect at a 
cost of fifty thousand pounds, It is 
claimed that it will be the finest aquarium 
in the world, and it seems certain that it 
will be the largest. The reservoirs from 
which the tanks will be supplied will held 
one hundred and thirty-five thousand 
gallons of sea water, and a slightly less 
quantity of fresh. The one feature 
of the aquarium that has met with 
some adverse comment is that it will be 
largely illuminated with artificial light.

The explanation 
is that the wealthy Irishman, and, in par- 
ticular, the wealthy Irish-American, is 
traditionally averse from spending money 
on Ireland except for political ends. In 
the last few weeks a large number of 
wealthy Trish-Americans and Irish-Cana- 
dians have visited Dublin. They declared 
themselves to be fervently anxious to act 
as fairy godfathers to the infant Free 
State. But the infant Free State does 
not need fairy godfather's. It needs, and 
all fervently hope .and believe it pos- 
sesses, the strength of an infant Her- 
cyles with which to strangle the serpents, 
anarchy and rebellion, that are striving to 
erush it in constringent folds. That done. 
it will grow to fair and prosperous mon- 
hood by its own unaided efforts. As for 
the godfathers, let them remember that 
Ireland has plenty of orphan institu- 
tions, waiting to have silver spoons popped 
into their mouths. Ten thousand pounds 
—a mere bagatelle to men who can com- 
mand ten millions—would be the making 
of the Dublin “Zoo,” though but a fiith 
of what the Saxon is spending on a single 
aquarium. Will come kind fairy god- 
father come forward? Will even an un- 
expected “tenner” find its way into the 
society's impoverished pockets?

His father’s name. would ever be associated 
with that town, and with the great new colliery 
at Dawdon. It was due to his enterprise and 
foresight that that striking illustration of 
modern coal mining: was brought into being 
and was now giving eniployment to such a 
large number of men. 

He was fortunate in a great many ways, 
but one must always remember that, to whom 
much was given, much was required. Ne one 
realised more than his father did that property 
had its responsibilities as well as its privileges, 
and he thought they would agree that no one 
attempted more fervently er more earnestly, 
or more successfully, to discharge those onerous 
duties. "

FRANK REPLY TO

LOYALTY TO THE 
TREATY.

The following communication from Mr, 
Churchill has been received by thé Irish 
Provisional Government :— 

“I take the earliest Opportunity in this 
hour of tragedy for Ireland and of intense 
difficulty for the Irish Provisional Govern- 
ment, of assuring you of the confidence 
whieh is felt by the British Government 
that the Treaty position will be faithfully 


and resolutely maintained. 

“ The death of the two principal signatories, 
the retirement af another, and the desertion of 
a fourth in no way affect the validity and 
sanctity of the settlement entered into with 
the plenipotentiaries of the Irish Nation. 

“On the contrary, we are sure that the 
Provisional Government and the Irish people 
will feel it all the more a sacred duty to carry 
into full effect the act of reconciliation between 
the two Islands, which was the life-work of the 
dead Irish leaders, and with which their names 
will be imperishably associated. For our part, 
we hold ourselves bound on the Treaty basis, 
and will meet good faith with good faith, and 
good-will with good-will to the end.” 

In reply to the above, the following message, 
signed by Alderman Cosgrave, has been sent 
to Mr. Churchill by the Irish Provisional! 
Government :— 

' My colleagues and I acknowledge with deop 
appreciation your messages of sympathy in this 
second tragic loss from our Councils, and of 
your unshaken trust in the final accomplishment 
of all that the dead leaders sáood for. Men 
of the heroic mould of General Collins, or of 
the creative power and rock-like steadfastness 
of President Griffith, are not given in profusion 
to any nation or time, and when, under Pro- 
vidence, they have done their part in life, 
those who survive and follow after them have 
not merely a heritage of unfinished work, but 
a fuller heritage in ideals, inspiration and driv- 
ing force. 

' President Grifhth and General Collins had 
selected, and attracted to whole-hearted co- 
operation with them, a number of colleagues, 
some of whom you have met. The Government 
so formed hag stood, as you know, with un- 
swerving consistency to the programme of 
carrying into full effect, in accordance with the 
declared will of the Irish people, the Treaty 
which was entered into between our 
plenipotentiaries and recommended by President 
Grifith and General Collins as offering the 
fairest hopes to our much tried people. 

“ We, their colleagues, have the same faith, 
stand by the same policy, and, though over- 
whelmed with sorrow, take up the same task 
with the same determination and confiden7e.”’

“Who will own The Times?” is the sub 
ject of Mr. Garvin's article in’ the Observer 
to-day. He passes in review a number 
of possible candidates Among them is 
Sir John Ellerman, the millionaire ship- 
owner, whd already has the second largest 
holding in the paper, and has other news 
paper interests. Mr. Garvin says “he was 
ready te purchase the chief interest when 
internal difficulties at Printing House 
Square became acute early last year, but 
whether he is of the same mind now Í 
cannot assert.” 

Another suggestion is that Lord Rother- 
mere might tuy the paper ior his son, 
Mr. Esmond Harmsworth, M.P., and 4 
third that Sir William Berry and his 
brothers, who already own many papers, 
‘Kelly's Directories,’ and publishin, 
house of Cassell’s (which has undertaken 
to pay the Prime Minister £100,000 to 
his memoirs), might add The Times to 
their collection. Other names mentione| 
are those of Lord Beaverbrook and Sir & 
Mackay Edgar, rich men who have alrea() 
dabbled in newspaper-owning¢. 

Reference is then made to an idea that, 
Mr. Garvin says, was ‘made last year- 
namely, that of purchase by the Rhodes 
Trust. ‘ In that case, every effort would 
have been exerted under Lord Milner s 
admirable direction to make it an un 
rivalled organ of thorough and un 

rejudiced information as of views, 
Saahand. but not reactionary, inde 
pendent, but constructive.’ Lord Milner 
IS a great man, and he knows something 
of the inside of a newspaper office; but 
I doubt if even his ability could make 
such a journalistic monster a success. Í 
am afraid it would perish of its own 
weight.

LORD NORTHCLIFFE’S WILL. 


Mr. Garvin says that Lord Northcliffe 
“unfolded this dream in many a. walk 
and talk with the present writer,” and 
wonders whether his will makes provision 
for its translation into fact. ‘He probably 
could just have done it in spite of the 
vastly increased cost of running news- 
papers. It is not likely that he died with 
less than £5,000,000 He was offered 
£2,000,000 for his imterest in the Deily 
Mai alone.” 

Additional interest is given to theses 
speculations by the following statement, 
appearing to-day in the News of the World: 
“Three caveafs have been entered by 
interested parties at the Probate Registry, 
Somerset ‘House, against the grant of 
probate of the will or letters of administra- 
tion to the estate of the late Lord North- 
cliffe.””

' Austria, he says, has reached the stage of almost complete dissolution, 
and Germany is rapidly approaching the same condition. 

Unless relief is granted to Germany, the winter will bring the threat, 
if not the certainty, of starvation, and if Germany fails France will be

FRANCE’S LOSS. 


BIG CRUISER SUNK. 


MESSAGE, 


BREST, Saturday. 

The cruiser France, when returning to 
her moorings in Quiberon Bay, through 
the Channel of La Teigneuse, at one 
o'clock this morning, suddenly struck 
either some submerged wreckage or an 
unknown rock. A deep rent was torn in 
her sides, and, the water rushing in, ex- 
tinguished the engine-room fires and at 
the same time put the ship’s pumps out of 


action. 

The vessel was now unable to maneuvre, and 
was carried by the force of the currents on to 
another submerged rock or sandbank. At four 
o'clock this morning the cruiser was lying on 
its side, invaded by waves, in ten fathoms of 
water. There were men on board the battle 
ship at the time of the accident. 

A Sunday message adds— The wreck of the 
battleship France is unanimously put down to 
unavoidable accident in Naval circles here. The 
commander had been in charge of her for two 
years There were only seven battleships of 
the France type in the French Navy, and the 
loss is regarded as a very serious one. It is 
ointed out, however, that the Washington

The Ministry of Marine issúes the following: 
While returning from night gunnery practice, 
the battleship France, on entering Quiberon 
Bay. through La Teigneuse Channel, touched a 
rock. Carried by the current towards the 
Teigneuse Rocks, the vessel anchored, owing 
to its inability to manceuvre, because of the 
damage done by the accident. According to 
the latest news the vessel collided and sank in 
ten fathoms of water.

STRIKERS ATTACK POLICE. 


HAVRE, Sunday. 

The following are further details of the 
serious fighting which took place here yester- 
day. At 4 o'clock in the afternoon detachments 
of gendarmes, soldiers, and policemen marched 
on to Cour de la Republique to dieperse some 
hundreds of etrikers who had been standing 
about’ sinee early morning. 

The étrikers allowed the gendarmes and 
soldiers to pass by without incident, but the 
policemen were received with stones, and when 
on the point of being surrounded they fired a 
number of blank shots. These having no effect. 
they opened fire with ball cartridges, with the 
result that a child was killed and a man 
wounded. 

The strikers then began to construct a 
barricade with turned-over carts Police re- 
inforcements arrived, and the police commissary 
rode up to the strikers fer the purpose of 
appealing to them to disperse. Stones were 
thrown, and he was wounded in the head. The 
second commissary advanced with the same 
object, but was likewise received.

The body of General Collin® was removed 
last night from the City Hall, Dublin, where it 
had been lying in state since Thursday night, 
to the Pro-Cathedral, the procession being again 
witnessed by many thousands of spectators who 
lined the streets through Which it passed. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock the City Hall was 
closed to the public, and only the relatives of 
the late Genegal, hia brother officers, and a few 
intimate friends were allowed to remain while 
the coffin was being sealed.

DEAD GENERAL'S 


TWO SHOCKING 


CRIMES. 


THREE MEN SHOT DEAD. 


TAKEN TO A LONELY 
ROAD AND KILLED.

A shocking crime was committed at the 
Yellow lane, near “The Thatch,” off the 
Swords toad, on Saturday evening, when John 
Cole, of Buckingham street, and Alfred Colley, 
of Parnell street; were shot dead and their 
bodies left on the roadside. The tertible deed 
has caused a painful sensation. It was wit- 
nessed by several of the fesidents. 

It appears that a little before six o'clock 
a large motor car came from the direction of 
the city at high speed, traversed Puckstown 
road and turned into Yellow lane. Five or six 
men wearing trench coats and hats, which they 
had pulled down over their eyes, sat in the car. 
There was some commotion in the vehicle and 
two men appeared to be struggling franticaily 
to escape from it, but the others prevented them 
from doing so. A few people at the eross roads, 
attracted by this unusual oceurrenve, stood 
watching the men, when one of them drew a 
revolver, and in a threatening manner ordered 
them off. 

When the vehicle had traversed nearly a 
quarter of a mile up the lane it stopped 
and a man alighting tried to open a 
gate leading into a field, but without success. 
it was observed from a distance tnat the com- 
motion in the car had increased, that the two 
men had renewed their attempts to get away, 
but they were firmly held and revolvers were 
presented at their heads. When they wete 
brought off the car the unhappy men appear to 
have made yet another desh for liberty, but 
failed, and then they seemed to have given 
themselves over to their fate. They sat on the 
roadside moaning, and were apparently in a 
dreadfully distressed state. One was heard to 
ask in terror, “ What had they done? ”’ 

They were next seized and placed against the 
piers of the gate by the other men, who émptied 
their revolvers into them. The unknown men 
next ran back to their motor and drove away. 
After a while some of the residents went to the 
scene and found two young men shot through 
the head in a sitting position, one against each 
pier. Life was extinct. The people were hor?i- 
fied by what they had seen, and, kneeling upon 
the road, offered up prayers. One of the dead 
men was identified on the spot as a tobacconist’s 
assistant im the city, who had been working at 
his counter that morning. 

Shortly after six o'clock the bedics were re- 
moved in the Fire Brigade ambulance to the 
Mater Hospital. It is believed thet the few 
minutes interval given the men’ to sit on the 
roadside was to enable them to make a hasty 
preparation for death. The fact that the per- 
www “g of the erime tried to open the gate 
ito the field, only to find it locked, would lead 
to the inference that their original plan was to 
kill their victims in the field, and leave 
their bodies there to be discovered, perhaps, tho 
next day, thus giving them plenty of time to 
get pray unobserved. The motive for these 
awful crimes remains a mystery, nor is it known 
how the men were apprehended and taken to 
their doom 


THE THIRD VICTIM. 

Another crime equally mysterious is reported 
to have been c&mmitted some miles further out 
on the Santry road about the same time. The 
body of a man was found by the roadside, near 
St. Dolough’s, Balgriffen, near Swords, on Satur- 
day evening by a patrol of national troops while 
driving through the district. It was in a dyke, 
and the man appeared to have been dead for 
some time. It wag riddled with gunshot wounds 
on the head and chest.

AIR POWER AND AIR WEAKNESS. 

The Times says:—War, according to Admiral 
Mark Kerr, is an affair of communications. In 
the great war this was amoly demonstrated. 
Even when fhe additions to the Air Force 
announced. by the Prime Minister at the end 
of last session have been made, England will 
have only thirty--wo squadrons for home de- 
fenee, as compared with the 220 squadrons, 
backed. by a reserve of over five hundred 
machines, drawn from civil aviation, which cor- 
Stitute the force considered necessary by the 
French as a protection against the same menace. 
That is a state of weakness which public opinion, 
when once the country is alive to the reality 
of the danger, will not allow to continue.

AMERICAN COAL STRIKE. 


FORD WORKS TO SHUT DOWN. 


Prophecies made during thé course of the coal 
strike. that ite worst effects would not be felt 
until after ite settlement are being dramatically 
fulfilled, says the New York Correspondent of 
The Times.

Foreign exchanges steadied on the reported 
new German proposals, while dealings were 
practically limited to actual trade requirements, 
there being a general disposition to await 
some definite development one way or the 
other. Marks, which opened nominally at 
about 9,000 to the £, were subsequently bought 
down to 6,500, and finally closed at 7,550, com- 
pared with 9,000 on Friday, night. Francs 
moved in similar fashion, these opening at 59.60 
and rallying to 58.80 buyers, Belgian francs 
being 61.95 after 62.90. Italian lire were also 
better at 102%, and a further appreciation 
occurred in CzechoSlovakian crowns to 120 to the 
&. Other Continental currencies were steady, 
and sterling was well maintained in New York 
at 4.474 dollars. 

The sensational collapse of the-mark, which 
has disturbed the world’s exchanges during the 
past week, reached its lowest depths on Friday, 
when the rate touched nearly 12,000 marks to 
the £ in the course of wild fluctuations, cul- 
minating in a recovery to 8,000 as the closing 
quotation of that day. 

On Saturday there was still a wide range 
between the extreme figures reached—6,500 and 
9,000—the finish being somewhere about midwa 
between these points at 7,500, as against 5, 775 
a week previously. 

As an indication of the extent of the débacle, 
i is interesting to note that at January 1 last 
the mark stood at 7674. By the end of June 
the quotation had -reached 1,660, while the 
breakdown of the London Conference on August 
14 witnessed a further collapse to 3,760, so that 
the present rate is about double that prevailing 
a fortnight ago.

In January 
last, when the company made an issue of 
Preference and Ordinary shares, it was officially 
estimated that, with Excess Profits Duty out of 
the way, the profite would be largely increased. 
Dealers calculate that the net profits will 
probably exceed £6,000,000, as compared with

are compelled to rid themselves of material on 
the spot or shortly due. At Liverpool October- 
December shipment is commanding a premium 
of §s. to 7s per ton over spot col afloat.
